One of the 
defense lawyers in on that jury fixing was the father of a recent governor of the 
same name.

mist ake of trusting his lawyer, who is dead. And tliat lauyer and my wife had datod. 
So, I knew how to handle myself beforo the grand jury, and it was so rough! Fihelly, 
later Tokyo war crimes prosecutor, gave it a real try, wound up respecting me, and 
went out of his way to put mo in a position to defend myself irythe future. All 
prosecutors, within my experience, are not bad guys and I've never thought so.
